It is given out hero as “authentic” that 
C. W. Fairbanks, of Indianapolis, in tho 
choioo of McKinley unci Hanna for tem­ 
porary ohairman of the convention. Hon. 
John M. Thurston, of Nebraska» will bo 
pjrmaneut chairman. This is also declared 
to be authentic. These selections come in 
the nature of a surprise, as neither had 
been prominently mentioned during the 
cunv$SB for tho positions. 


James Cox, secretary of tho Business 
Men’s league, doniod emphatically that 
tho negroes woro being discriminated 
against.

T wag strange and queer to watch 
the demeanor of men wounded in 
battle. 
You might have stood, 
tfc 
writes M. Quad in the Detroit 
Free Press, beside hundreds who were 
struck down, and yet you would not 
have found two whose actions were 
exactly alike. 
When hit while stand­ 
ing inactive most men threw up their- 
hands and cried out and staggered 
about before falling. 
If hit while the 
regiment was advancing they fell with 
curses on their lips, and sometimes 
toso up again and limped painfully 
atter their comrades. 
If reached by a 
bullet while the command was being 
driven or retreating or changing its 
position, then men wailed out like 
children—not so much over the hurt 
as because they realized that they 
were to be loft on the field to suffer 
and would bo helpless to protect them­ 
selves. 


When a regiment was in line, wait­ 
ing to move to the right or the left or 
be advancod, the thud of a bullet as it 
struck a man could be heard by the 
men on his right and left. 
If struck 
in the chest or shoulder or head he fell 
out of the ranks, threw up his hands 
with a shout, and then fell like a log. 
If struck below the breast he nearly 
always lurched forward and placed his 
hands on the wound and sunk down 
with a groan. 
The demeanor of no 
two wounded men was alike in minor 
particulars, but strangely alike in the 
iirst movements. 
A 
soldier shot 
though the- head or heart—shot dead 
in his tracks, as you might term it, 
was not instantly killed. 
There was 
no such thing as instant death unless 
struck with a solid shot or blown to 
pieces by an exploding shell. 
3So 
matter whether the bullet pierced 
heart or brain, the victim lived on for 
a few seconds—long enough to throw 
up his hands and call out and clutch 
at the comrades beside him for sup­ 
port. 


Few men preserved silence after be­ 
ing hard hit. 
After the first exclama­ 
tion they cursed or wept, and were 
not conscious of what they did. Each 
felt that he had been greviously 
wronged by being shot down. 
Some­ 
times thoy cursed first and wept aft­ 
erwards—sometimes wept and sobbed 
like children from the first moment of 
feeling pain. 
The cursing and the | 
weepflng were (he direct result of the ' 
nervous system being keyed too high 
by the excitement of the battle. 
If a 
wounded man was carried to the rear 
he soon got the better of his hysterics, 
and it was the same if left to himself 
for three or four hours on the field, 
provided the lighting had ceased in 
his vicinity. 
It was the wounded who 
lay on a field where the fighting con­ 
tinued who were the most to be pitied. 
They feared to be wounded again or 
killed outright, and their shouts and 
screams could be heard whenever the 
Toar of battle died away a little. 
Their fears were by no means ground­ 
less. 
Bullet and ball and shell and 
grapeshot were continually falling 
among them, and during the war 
thousands of soldiers were killed while 
lying wounded between the line. The 
burial parties used to find bodies which 
had been, hit from three to ten times, 
and after Grant’s first battle in the 
Wilderness we found a Confederate 
with twenty-three bullet wounds in 
his dead body. 


And there was more than the fear o I 
missiles before the eyes of the wound­ 
ed men. 
If infantry charged over 
them they might not suffer, but if a 
battery changed postition or there 
was a charge of cavalry they might be 
ground into the earth. 
When in his 
normal condition a cavalry horse will 
not step on the body of a man lying 
in his pntli, but when excited to mad­ 
ness by the roar of battle the steeds 
of war will trample down anything. 
The wounded men lying about must 
take their chances when the bugles 
blew a charge. 
Some would escape 
the iron-shod hoofs—others would be 
almost beaten into the earth. 
It was 
the same way if a battery was retired 
or advanced. 
Tho change of position 
was made with horses on the dead 
run, and their riders could take no 
thought of the 
dead and wound­ 
ed lying in the 
way. 
Tho 
late 
of a brigade or division, or even a 
' wing of the army, might be at stake, 
and the sacrifice of a hcore of men al- 
reauy wounded did not count. 
When 
the guns were advanced at Chancel- 
lorsvxjle to check Jackson’s twilight 
attack khe earth was fairly cumbered 
with the lead and wounded. 
On the 
few acres of cleared ground 
over 
which the g^ns had to advance were 
campfires, 
\napsacks, 
havers**.^ 
stacked muske^ and several hundred 
men who had faion under the volleys'1 
poured in from th* edge of tho forest. 
The guns dashed ri&t into and over 
this jumble, and at^ye the roar of 
musketry from tho oncoming Confed­ 
erates we caught the creams and 
shrieks of our wounded m>n as they 
realized that death was to co*je under 
tho heavy wheels. 


There was no pity for the wo&nded 
while the fight was on. 
Now and then 
it waB possible to alleviate thirst, or 
in case of an officer to carry him to

Cannibalism in Africa. 


The cannibalism of the blank secrei 
society known as the Human Leop­ 
ards, in the country near Sierra Le­ 
one, disclosed by a recent trial, brings 
forcibly before us tho difference be­ 
tween the East African and the West 
African habits of eating human flesh. 
The Sherbro cannibals waylaid and 
killed their vicfims and afterward 
feasted on their flesh. 
Tho cannibal­ 
ism of tho east coast is of a very dif­ 
ferent kind. 


The flesh of the old ¡}eople—the 
grandfather and grandmother of a 
family—is dried and mixed with con­ 
diments, and a portion of this is of­ 
fered, with a dim sort of sacramental 
meaning, to travelers who become 
guests of the family. 
To refuse it 
would be a deadly insult. 
To accept 
it is a passport to the j>rivileged posi­ 
tion of a friend of the house. 
Many 
of our travelers in East Africa have 
eaten thus sacramentally of ancestors 
of some dark-skinned potentate. 


The cannibalism of the west coast 
is, as ha« just been seen,* of a more 
horrible kind. 
There is a hideously 
genuine appetite for fresh human liesh 
still existing among tho natives of 
West Africa. 
Tho cannibalism mani­ 
fests itself in a refinement of glut­ 
tony which h«s its miîd analogy in tho 
tastes of Europeans. 
Young boys aro 
brought from the dark interior, kept 
in pens, fattened upon bananas and 
finally killed and baked. 
To these 
Thvestenn feasts comes not only the 
ravage chiefs of the interior but also, 
it is whispered, black merchants from 
the coast.—London Saturday .Review.

Irrigation by Windmill?. 


It was found that in the Arkan­ 
sas valley water could be obtained by 
shallow wolls ranging in depth from 
eight to twenty feet. 
This is raised 
by hundreds of windmills into hun­ 
dreds of small reservoirs constructed 
at the highest point of each farm. 
The uniform eastward slojae of the 
plains is seven feet to the mile. 
The 
indefatigable Kansas wind keeps the 
mills in active operation, and the 
reservoirs are always full of water, 
which is drawn oil as it is required for 
purposes of irrigation. 
These small 
individual pumping plants have cer­ 
tain advantages over the canal systems 
which prevail elsewhere. 
The irriga­ 
tor has no Entangling alliances with 
companies or 
co-operative associa­ 
tions, and it is able to manage the 
water supply without deferring to the 
convenience of others or yielding 
obedience to rules and regulations 
essential to the ordeily administra­ 
tion of systems which supply large 
numbers of consumers. 
The original 
cost of such a plant, exclusive of the 
farmer’s own labor in constructing his 
reservoirs and ditches, is $2U0, and 
the plant suffices for ten acres. 
The 
farmer thus pays $20 per acre for a 
perpetual 
guaranty 
of 
sufficient 
“rain” to produce bountiful crops; 
but to this cost must be added .$2 per 
acre as the annual price of maintain* 
ing the system.—Century.

One of the most novel ideas that 


fcave been advanced in some time is 
the suggestion made by one John S. 
Brooks, that on January i, 1900, a 
new division of the year into thirteen 


^months, be instituted. 
This is not so 


^preposterous as most people would be 
.likely to consider it at first thought. 
In a letter which Mr. Brooks wrote to 
the New York Herald he says that if 
such a division were made, the first 
twelve months would have just twenty- 
eight days, or four weeks each, and the 
new month twenty-nine, to make 365, 
and thirty in leap years.

VEILKU ON THE BATTLEFIELD. 


Two magnificent statues were unveil- 


ed on the Gettysburg battlefield on Fri- 
day m honor of the two most illustrious 
Union Chieftaus who participated in 
that great conflict. They are statues of 
General George Gordon Meade, who 
commanded the whole Union Army on 
those: memorable three days, and General 
Winhcld Scott Hancock, who led the 
gallant and dauntless Second Corps. 


The statues unveiled were erected at 


the expense of the State, and cost over 
| •? 100,000. The work was begun about 
two years ago, under the direction of a 
commission consisting of General J P 
Taylor, president; Generals J. P. S Go- 
bm and William H. Hartshorne and Col- 
onels John P. Nicholson aiid R. Bruce 
Kicketts, all of whom were present. 


The Hancock statue stands on East 


Cemetery Hill, nearly opposite the Na- 
tional Cemetery gateway. The statue is 
ten teet high, resting on a pedestal of 
blocks of granite, the whole seventeen 
feet long, ten feet wide and twelve feet 
high 
The horse and rider face to the 


southwest, as if directing the movements 
of the troops on that line. 


The statue to General Meade stands 


on an elevation west of his headquarters 
and quite near the "Bloody Angle " 
its pedestal is composed of three massive 
granite blocks, weighing twenty, twenty 
eight and thirty-five tons respectively It 
is almost fifteen feet long, eight "feet 
wide and ten feet high.

Two magnificent statues were unveil­ 
ed on tho Gottysburg battlefield on Fri­ 
day in honor of the two most illustrious 
Union Chioftans who participated in 
that great conflict. They arc statues of 
General George Gordon Meade, who 
commanded tho whole Union Army on 
those memorable three days, and General 
Winfield Scott Hancock, who led tho 
gallant and dauntless Second Corps. 


Tho statues unveiled were erected at 
tho expense of tbe State, and cost over 
$100,01)0. The work was begun about 
two years ago* under the direction of a 
commission consisting of General J. P. 
Taylor, president; Generals J, P. S Go« 
bin and William R. Hartshorne and Col­ 
onels John P. Nicholson and R. Bruce 
Ricketts, all of whom were present. 


The Hancock statue stands ou East 
Cemetery Hill, nearly opposite the Na­ 
tional Cemetery gateway. The statue is 
ten feet high, resting on a pedestal of 
blocks of granite, the whole seventeen 
feet long, ten feet wide and twelve feet 
high. The horse and rider face to tho 
southwest, as if directing the movements 
of the troops on that line. 


The statuo to General Meade stands 
on an elevation west of his headquarters 
and quite near tho “Bloody Angle.” 
Its pedestal is composed of three massive 
granite blocks, weighing twenty, twenty 
eight and thirty-five tons respectively. It 
is almost fifteen feet long, eight feet 
wide and ten feet high. 


Both statues are of the best quality of 
bronze, of heroic size, and are about 
thirty feet from tho ground at the high­ 
est point. 
They were cast and erected 
by Bureau Brothers, of Philadelphia. 


Tbe ceremonies attending tbe unveil­ 
ing of the two statues were notable. 
A 
large number of the Pennsylvania G. A. 
R. veterans who, just ended their encamp­ 
ment at Chambersburg were piesent. 
Among the distinguished men present 
were Major General Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding the United States army; 
Brigadier General John R. Brooke, U. S. 
A., who commands the department of 
tbe Platte; Colonel Geol*ge Meade, the 
son of General Meade; Lieutenant Col 
on cl William Brooke Rawle and Major 
Edward Carpenter, of Philadelphia. 


The ceremonies began with the unveil­ 
ing of the Meade memorial at 10:80 A. 
M. This duty was performed by Master 
George Gordon Meade, a grandson of 
the dead hero. As the drapery fell from 
from the beautiful statue a salute was 
fired by Light Battery C. U. S. A., which 
came here from the Washington barracks 
under command of Captain Lancaster. 
This was followed by the dedicatory ser 
vices, conducted George G. Meade Post, 
No. 1, of Philadelphia. 


General J. P. S. Gobin, of Lebanon, on 
behalf of the State Commission, present­ 
ed the Meade statue to the Common­ 
wealth, and Governor Hastings accepted 
it on behalf of the State. 


In the afternoon the statue of General 
Hancock was unveiled with ceremonies 
similar to those in the morning. 
A large 
number of prominent people were pres­ 
ent, including State officials and officers 
of tho army. 
General Gobin also made 
a few7 remarks, presenting this statue to 
the State, and the Governor accepted it 
on behalf of the State. 
Congressman 
Bingham, who served on Hancock’s staff, 
delivered tbe oration.

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TESTING SEEDS. 


INTERESTING OPERATIONS AT 


AN KXPKBLMKNT STATION. 


Seed Adulteration Has Been R 


duced to a Science—Test for Im- 


purities—Home-Hade Germ- 


inating Apparatus. 


W 


ITH the coming of spring, 
heralded by the alluring 
and highly colored adver- 
tisements of seed dealezp 


and florists, the farmer, housewife and 
amateur gardener are flooding the 
mails with the seed orders they are 
sending to the dealers. The little paper 
packages, full of promises of lovely 
blooms and plump vegetables, will be 
Bent by return mail, and then will 
come the planting, waiting, anxiety 
and 
iriurauh 
or 
disappointment. 


Those n ho bought their seeds of re- 


magnifying glass, a set of email bottlei 
or tubes provided with oorko, and i 
home-made germinating apparatus are 
all that is necessary to enter into 
personally conducted pure-seed inves 
tigation. The method of testing .as 
carried on in an experimental station 
is about as follows: 


A fair average sample is secured, 


and this sample is divided up into 
smaller average samples, so that sev- 
eral tests can be carried on at the same 
time. 
After this smaller average sam- 


ple is weighed, the seeds are spread 
out upon a smooth glazed black or 
white surface and all of the impurities 
are carefully separated from the gen- 
uine seed, weighed and their percent- 
age ascertained. All chaff, sand and 
foreign mixtures of any sort are re 
garded as impurities. The seeds oJ 
weeds are identified, if possible, and 
every result is carefully recorded on 
blanks made for the purpose. When 
the test for impurities is complete the 
germinating test is made. "Where the

full days for white pine and stone 
fruits. 
Seeds which do not germin- 


ate within the specified time are 
counted bad, and, in the calculation, 
figure as such. 


A simple, home-made germinating 


apparatus can be made of a good-sized 
milk pan, a porous dish, snch as is 
used for setting flower pots in. and a 
pane of glass big enough to entirely 
cover the pan. The bottom of the 
pan is covered with water and the por- 
ous saucer is placed in the middle. In 
the bottom of the saucer a piece of 
thick blotting paper or flannel is laid 
and on this the seed are spread, and 
then another piece of paper or cloth 
is laid over the seed and the pane of 
glass is placed over the pan. The 
paper or cloth is soaked in water 
before the seeds are laid in and 
the seeds are soaked from six to 
fifteen hours before putting them 
in the pan. The water soaks into the 
porous saucer and this keeps the 
"spr outing-bed" moist enough to 
sprout the seeds. The atmosphere of 
an ordinary living room is suitable if 
care is taken to place the pan near the 
stove or in some warm place at night. 
The pan may be left partly open from 
time to time to permit fresh air to 
reach the seed. With this apparatus, 
and a strong magnifying glass to aid 
in separating the impurities from the 
sample to be tested, auy farmer can 
ascertain the practical value of his 
seed. The sample should be a fair 
average of the whole and it should be 
weighed and the seeds counted so that 
the proper percentage of purity and 
germinating value can be ascertained 
accurately. 


For cleaning large quantities of seed 


From which to secure a test sample a 
seed-cleaning machine is required. 
3ne used in an experimental station is 
ike a fanning mill. This machine not 
only separates the chafl and dirt from 
the seed, but divides the clean seed 
nto light and heavy seeds. 


All that this machine does can be 


done by a farmer with a number of 
sieves, varying in the 
number of 


meshes to the inch. 
With a number 


of such sieves the seeds can be cleaned 
and separated quickly and cheaply.

putable, conscientious dealers will 
have themselves to blame if plants, 
grasses, flowers and shrubs fail to 
t-pring from the seed, but too often 
tbe little bags or packages of seeds 
contain sand, crushed quartz, "dead" 
seed or inferior seed mised with a 
small proportion of tbe genuine, for 
seed adulteration has been reduced to 
a science. 


Sometimes this adulteration is due 


to sheer carelessness on the part of 
growers and dealers, but more of ten 
it is the result of careful study and 
careful manipulation by 
dishonest 


men. Europe set the example of mix- 
ing inferior, dead and cheap seed with 
the good to increase the profits of the 
grower and dealers, and some of the 
worst pests which trouble farmers 
were 
introduced into this 
coun- 


try through the medium of adul- 
terated seeds. 


The Russian tbistle, a foul weed 


which covers over 35,000 square miles 
of good farming lands and seriously 
interferes with agricultural operations 
in seven States, stole into the United

tests are made thoroughly two lots of 
seeds are taken for the germinating

greenhouse culture. For sprouting 
seeds it 
is 
neccessary to 
have 


some scrt of an apparatus in which 
all of the different factors governing 
germination, such as light, tempera- 
ture and moisture, can be controlled, 
and tiiis requires artificial heat which 
can be readily regulated. 
Tarious 


forms of equipments are used; one of 
them consists of a square chamber 
made with double walls which are 
tilled with water to preserve a low 
temperature. 
The lovrer part of the 


chamber is made of sheet iron and 
contains a Bunsen gas burner con- 
nected with an automatic heat regu- 
lator, which is used to control the 
temperature. 
The upper chamber is 


provided with holes for the insertion 
of thermometers and for the admission 
of oxygen. 
The chamber is provided 


with shelves made of galvanized iron, 
and on these shelves are copper pans, 
in which the seed may be germinated 
in various waye. Before the seed is 
placed in this or any other generating 
apparatus it is soaked in distilled 
water or rain water from six to fifteen 
hours to hasten germination. 
The 


"sprouting bed" is made of some: 
material which will soak up water, 
snch as porous dishes, thick cloth, 
flannel or blotting paper, asbestus 
cloth, earth or sand. The selected 
seeds are placed on or between the 
sprouting bed, and placed in the 
germinating chamber. 
The tempera- 


ture is maintained at a uniform de- 
gree as it is in an incubator, and, in

TESTING SEEDS. 


INTERESTING OPERATIONS AT 
AN EXPERIM ENT STATION. 


Seed Adulteration 
Has 
Boon Re­ 
duced to a Selenco—Test for Im ­ 
purities—Home-Made Germ­ 
inating Apparatus. 


"V - T CT~ITH the coming of spring,

heralded by the alluring 
\ Y 
ftn(l highly colored adver­ 
tisements of seed dealer 
and florists, the farmer, housewife and 
amateur gardener are flooding the 
mails with tho seed orders ihey are 
Bending to the dealers. The little paper 
packages, full of in’omises of lovely 
blooms and plump vegetable?, will bo 
sent by return mail, and then will 
come tho planting, waiting, anxiety 
and 
iriumuk 
or 
disappointment. 
Those who bought their seeds of re- 


magnifying glass, a set of small bottles 
or tubes provided with corks, and a 
home-made germinating apparatus are 
all that is necessary to enter into a 
personally conducted pure-seed inves­ 
tigation. 
Tho method of testing as 
carried on in an experimental station 
is about as follows: 


A fair average samplo is secured, 
and this sample is divided up into 
smaller average samples, so that sev­ 
eral tests can be carried on at the same 
time. 
After this smaller average sam­ 
ple is weighed, the seeds are spread 
out upon a smooth glazed black or 
white surface and all of the impurities 
are carefully separated from the gen­ 
uine seed, weighed and their percent­ 
age ascertained. 
All chaff, sand and 
foreign mixtures of any sort are re­ 
garded as impurities. 
Tho seeds of 
weeds are identified, if possible, and 
every result is carefully recorded on 
blanks made for tho purpose. 
When 
the test for impurities Is complete the 
germinating test is made. 
Where the 
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SEED-GERMINATING APPARATUS USED BY THE GOVERNMENT, 


full days for white pine and stone 
fruits. 
Seeds which do not germin­ 
ate within tho specified time are 
counted bad, and, in the calculation, 
figure as such. 


A simple, home*made germinating 
apparatus can bo made of a good-sized 
milk pan, a porous dish, such as is 
used for setting flower pots in, and a 
pane of glass big enough to entirely 
cover the pan. 
The bottom of the 
pan is covered with water and the por­ 
ous saucer is placed in the middle. In 
tho bottom of the saucer a piece of 
thick blotting paper or flannel is laid 
and on this the seed are spread, and 
then another piece of paper or cloth 
is laid over the seed and the pane of 
glass is placed over the pan. 
Tho 
paper or cloth is soaked in water 
before tho seeds are laid 
in and 
the seeds are soaked from six to 
fifteen hours before putting them 
in the pan. 
The water soaks into the 
porous saucer and this keeps the 
“sprouting-bed” moist 
enough 
to 
sprout the seeds. 
The atmosphere of 
an ordinary living room is suitable if 
care is taken to place the pan near the 
stove or in some warm place at night. 
The pan may be left partly open from 
time to time to permit freBh air to 
reach the seed. 
With this apparatus, 
and a strong magnifying glass to aid 
in separating the impurities from the 
samplo to be tested, any farmer can 
ascertain tho practical value of his 
seed. 
The sample should be a fair 
average of tho whole and it should be 
weighed and the seeds counted so that 
the proper percentage of purity and 
germinating value can be ascertained 
accurately. 


For cleaning large quantities of seed 
from which to secure a test samplo a 
seed-cleaning machine is required. 
One used in an experimental station is 
like a fanning mill. This machine not 
only separates the chafl and dirt from 
the seed, but divides the clean seed 
into light and heavy seeds. 


All that this machino does can bo 
done by a farmer with a number of 
sieves, 
varying 
in tho 
number of 
meshes to the inch. 
With a number 
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of such sieves tho seeds can be cleaned 
and separated quickly and cheaply.

You might have stood, 
writes M. Quad in the Detroit 
Free Press, beside hundreds who were 
struck down, and yet you would not 
have found two whose actions were 
cxactly alike. 
When hit while stand- 
ing inactive most men threw up their 
hands and cried out and staggered 
about before falling. 
If hit while the 
regiment was advancing they fell with 
curses on their lips, and sometimes 
toso up again and limped painfully 
after their comrades. 
If reached by a 
bullet while the command was being 
driven or retreating or changing its 
position, then men wailed out like 
children—not so much over the hurt 
as because they realized that 
tliey 
were to be loft on the field to suffer 
and would bo heli^less to protect them- 
selves.

When a regiment was in line, wait- 
ing to move to the right or the left or 
be advanced, tho thud of a bullet as it 
struck a man could be heard by the 
men on his right and left. 
If struck 
in the chest or shoulder or head he fell 
out of the ranks, threw up his hands 
with a shout, and then fell like a log. 
If struck below the breast he nearfy 
always lurched forward and placed his 
hands on the wound and sunk down 
with a groan. 
The demeanor of no 
two wounded men was alike in minor 
particulars, but strangely alilce in tho 
iirst movements. 
A 
soldier 
shot 
though the head or heart—shot dead 
in his tracks, as you might term it, 
war, not instantly killed. 
There was 
no such thing as instant death unless 
struck with a solid shot or blown to 
pieces by an exploding shell. 
No 
matter whether 
the bullet 
pierced 
heart or brain, the victim lived on for 
a few seconds—long enough to throv/ 
up his hands and call out and clutch 
at the comrades beside him for sup- 
port. 


Few men prerierved silence after be- 
ing hard hit. 
After the iirst exclama- 
tion they cursed or wept, and were 
not conscious of what they did. 
Each 
felt that he had 
been 
greviously 
wronged by being shot down. 
Some- 
times they cur.'sed iirst and wept aft- 
erwards—sometimes wept and sobbed , 
like children from the first moment oi 
feeling pain. 
The cursing and the 
weei:rtng were the direct result of the ' 
nervous system being keved too hirrh 
by the excitement of the" battle. 
If'a 
wounded man was carricd to the rear 
he soon got tho better of his hysterics, 
and it was the same if left to himself 
for three or four hours on the field, 
provided the fighting had ceased 
in 
bis vicinity. 
It was the wounded who 
lay on a field where the fighting con- 
tinued who were the most to be pitied. 
They feared to be wounded again 
or 
killed outright, and their shouts and 
screams could bo heard whenever the 
Toar of battle died away a little. 
Their fears were by no means ground- 
less. 
Bullet and ball and shell and 
grapeshot 
were 
continually falling 
among 
them, 
and during the 
war 
thousands of soldiers were killed while 
lying wounded between the line. 
The 
burial parties used to find bodies which 
had been, hit from three to ten times, 
and after Grant's first battle 
in tho 
Wilderness we found a Confederate 
•with twenty-threu bullet wounds in 
his dead body. 


And there was more than the fear ol 
missiles before the eyes of the wound- 
ed men. 
If infantry charged over 
them they might not suflcr, but if a 
battery changed 
postition or there 
was a charge of cavalry they might be 
ground into the earth. 
When in his 
normal condition a cavalry horse will 
not step on the body of a man lying 
in his pnth, but when excited to mad- 
,iiess by the roar of battle the steeds 
of war will trample down 
anything. 
The wounded men lying about must 
take their chances when the bugles 
blew a charge. 
Some would escape 
tho iron-shod hoofs—others would be 
almost beaten into the earth. 
It was 
the same way if a battery was retired 
or advanced. 
Tho change of position 
was mado with horses on the dead 
run, and their riders could take 
no

sas valley water could be obtained by 
shallow wells ranging in depth from 
eight to twenty feet. 
This is raised 
by hunureds of windmills into hun- 
dreds of small reservoirs constructed 
at the highest point of each farm. 
The uniform 43astward slope of the 
plains is seven feet to the mile. 
Tiie 
indefatigable Kansas wind keeps the 
mills in active operation, and 
the 
reservoirs are always full of water, 
which is drawn olí as it is required for 
purposes of irrigation. 
These small 
individual pumping plants have cer- 
tain advantages over the canal systems 
which prevail elsewhere. 
The irriga- 
tor has no Ontaugling alliances with 
companies or 
co-operative 
associa- 
tions, and it is able to manage the 
water supply without deferring to the 
convenience of 
others 
or yielding 
obedieuce to rules and 
regulations 
esstmtial to the ordeiJy administra- 
tion of systems which supply large 
numbers of consumers. 
The original 
cost of such a plant, exclusive of the 
farmer's own IclDor in constructing his 
reservoirs and ditches, is S2U0, and 
the plant suüices for ten acres. 
The 
farmer thus i^ays $20 per acre for a 
perpetual 
guaranty 
of 
sufficient 
**rain" to produce bountiful crops; 
but to this cost must bo added $2 per 
acre as tho annual price of maintain' 
ing the system,—Century,

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One of the most novel ideas that 
fcave been advanced in son^e lime is 
the suggestion made by one "John S* 
BrookP, that on January i, 1900, a 
new division of tbe year into thirteen 
.. months, be instituted. 
This is not so 
'tpreposlerous as most people would be 
/likely to consider it at first thought. 
In a letter which Mr, Brooks wrote to 
the New York Herald he says that if 
such a division were made, the first 
twelve months would have jyst twenty- 
eight days, or four weeks each, and the 
new month twehty-nine, to make 365, 
and thirty in leap years. 
After a few 
days there would be no need to refer 
to calendars, as the same day of the 
veek 
would 
have the same 
date 
throughout the year. 
If in the four 
years to come this change could be 
Adopted by all countries, and January 
I were, say, Monday, every Monday 
would be the ist, 8th, 15th, 22nd, and 
so on throughout the 2nd, 9th, i6lh 
and 23rd, and so on throughout the 
year. 
The changes of the moon would 
be on about the same dates through 
the year, and many calculations, like 
interest, dates of maturing notes, Eas 
ter Sunday, and many other imp)rtant 
dates would be simplified. 
Mr. Brooks 
says in conclusion: "The present gen- 
eration \Yould have to figure new dates 
for birthdays, and all legal holidays, 
except New Year, would be on differ- 
ent dates. 
VVould not the gain be 
more than the loss, as that would be 
permanent, and the objections imagin- 
ary or trifling ? I w. nder that tnis 
has not been advocated before, and 
yet I have never heard of it. I am 65 
years old, but I can never tell the days 
in each month without repeating the 
usual verse we learn in 
childhood. 
Whal excitement we could have over 
naming the new month. 
I would call 
it Lunar."

STATT7K9 OK MKAnB AND HANCOCK ON- 
VKILED ON TUB BATTLKKIEIiD. 


Two magnificcut statues were unveil- 
ed ou tho Gettysburg battlefield on Fri- 
di\y iu honor of the two most illustrious 
Tnion Chioftans who participated in 
that great conflict. Thoy arc statues of 
General George Gordon Jleadc, Avho 
commanded tho whole Union Army ou 
those memorable three days, and General 
Winlield Scott Hancock, who led tho 
gallaut and dauntless Sccond Corps. 


Tho statues unveiled were erectcd at 
tho cxpcnsG of the State, and cost over 
$l(K),0t)0. The work was begun about 
two years ago» under the direction of a 
commission consisting of General J. P. 
Taylor, president; Generals J. P. S Go« 
bin and William R. Hartshorne and Col- 
onels Johu P, Nicholson and R. Brucc 
Rickctts, all of whom were present. 


The Hancock statue stands on East 
Cemctcr}^ Hill, ncarl}'- opposite the Na- 
tional Cemetery gateway. The statue is 
ten feet high, resting ou a pedestal of 
blocks of granite, the whole seventeen 
feet long, ten feet M'ide and twelve feet 
high. The horse and rider face to the 
southwest, as if directing the movements 
of the troops on that line. 


The statue to General Meade stands 
on an elevation west of his headquarters 
and quite near the ''Bloody Angle." 
Its pedestal is composed of three massive 
granite blocks, weighing tw^cnty, twenty 
eight and thirty-live tons respectively. It 
is almost iiftccn feet long, eight feet 
wide aud ton feet high. 


Both statues arc ol' the best quality of 
bronze, of heroic size, and are about 
thirty feet from the ground at the high- 
est point. They were cast and crccted 
by Bureau Brothers, of Philadeli)hia. 


The ceremonies attending the unveil- 
ing of the two statues were notable, A 
large number of tho Pennsylvania G, A. 
R. veterans wh® just ended their encamp- 
ment at Chambersburg were piesent. 
Among the distinguished men present 
were Major General Nelson A. Miles, 
commauding the United States army; 
Brigadier General Johu R. Brooke, U. S, 
A., wlio commands the department of 
the Platte; Colonel GeoVge Meade, the 
son of (Jeueral Meade; Lieutenant Col 
onel William Brooke Rawle and Major 
Edward Carpenter, of Philadelphia. 


The ceremonies began with the unveil- 
ing of the Meade memorial at lO-M A. 
M. This duty was performed by Master 
George Gordon ^Icade, a grandson of 
the dead hero. As the drapery fell from 
from the beautiful statue a salute was 
fired by Light Battery C. U. S. A., which 
came here from the Washiugton barraclcs 
under command of Captain Lancaster. 
This was followed by tho dedicatory ser 
vices, conducted George G. Meade Post, 
No. 1, of Philadelphia. 


General J. P. S, Gobiu, of Lebanon, on 
behalf of the State Commission, present- 
ed the Meade statue to tho Common- 
wealth, aud Governor Hastings acccpted 
it on behalf of tlie State. 


In the afternoon the statue of General 
Hancock Avas unveiled Avith ceremonies 
similar to those in the morning, A large 
number of prominent people were pres- 
ent, including State oflicials aud ofllcers 
of tho army. General Gobin also made 
a few remarks, presenting this statue to 
the State, and the Governor accepted it 
on behalf of the State. 
Congressman 
Bingham, who served on Hancock's stall, 
delivered the oration.

and florists, the farmer, housewife and 
amfiteur gardener 
are 
flooding 
the 
innils with tho seed orders Ihey are 
Bendinf; to the dealers. The little paper 
packngcs, full of in'omises of lovely 
blooms and plump vegetables, will bo 
Bent by return mail, and then will 
come tho planting, waiting, anxiety 
and 
iriumuh 
or 
disappointment. 
Those -uho bought their seeds of re- 


magnifying glass, a set of small bottles 
or tubes provided with corks, and a 
home-made germinating apparatus are 
all that is necessary to enter into a 
personally conducted pure-seed inves- 
tipfation. 
Tho metbod of testing as 
carried on in an experimental station 
is about as follows: 


A fair average sample is secured, 
and this sample is divided up into 
smaller average samples, so that sev- 
eral tests can be carried on at the same 
time. 
After this smaller average sam- 
ple is weighed, the seeds are spread 
out upon a smooth glazed black or 
white surface and all of the impurities 
are carefully separated from the gen- 
uine seed, weighed and their percent- 
age ascertained. 
All chaff, sand and 
foreign mixtures of any sort are re- 
garded as impurities. 
The seeds of 
weeds are identified, if possible, and 
every result is carefully recorded on 
blanks made for tho purpose. 
When 
the test for impurities Is complete the 
germinating test is made.

conscientious dealers 
will 
have themselves to blame if plants, 
grasses, flowers and shrubs fail to 
Hpring from the seed, but too often 
the little bags or packages of seeds 
contain sand, crushed quartz, •'dead" 
seed or inferior tieed mixed with a 
small proportion of the genuine, for 
seed aaulteration has been reduced to 
a science. 


Sometimes this adulteration is due 
to Bheer carelessuees on the part of 
growers and dealers, but more often 
it is the result of careful study and 
careful manipulation by 
dishonest 
men. 
Europe set the example of mix- 
ing inferior, dead and cheap seed with 
the good to increase the iDi'ofits of tho 
grower and dealers, and some of the 
worst pests which trouble farmers 
were 
introduced into this 
coun- 
try through the 
medium of adul- 
terated seeds. 


The Russian thistle, a 
foul weed 
.which covers over 35,0U0 square miles 
of good farming lands and seriously 
interferes with agricultural operations 
in seven States, stole into the United

States more than a score of years ago 
in Eussian flaxseed. 


It is said that the average farmer 
buys tho cheapest seed in the market 
ancl trusts to luck ior results. 
This 
practice is condemned by experts, who 
declare that cheap seed is tho princi- 
pal source of the hosts of 
noxious 
weeds which spring up on many farms. 


Purity is u primary requisite to 
good seed and adulterated seed is not 
pure. 
The adulterating- matter may 
be worthies?, harmless stufl, such as 
sand, dirt, stones, crushed quartz or 
dead seed, or it may bo seed of harm- 
ful weods, which so nearly resembles 
the genuine that the closest iubpec* 
tion fails to difccover the fraud. 


Grass and clover seed are the prin- 
cipal victims of the dishonest **mixer.*' 
A common method of adulteration is 
to mix the seed of wild and inferior 
grasses with that which commands a 
high price. 
I 


In Europe thero are several "seed 
control" stations where seed is tested, 
and seed investigation 
now is an im- 
portant feature iu many agricultural 
experimental stations in this country. 
The apparatus and appliances need jn 
these investigations are complete jn 
every imrtioular and somewhat expen- 
sive, but any farmer or gardener can 
test bis owu seed and arrive Qt correct 
conclusions. 


The points to be considered are gen- 
uineness, purity, germinating power 
ftud Actuftl value of the 
A good 


tests are made thoroughly two lots of 
seeds are taken for the germinating 
test; one for the germinating ai^para- 
tus 
and 
one 
for 
outdoor 
or 
greenhouse 
culture. 
For sprouting 
seeds 
it 
is 
neccessary 
to 
have 
some sort of an apparatus in which 
all of the different factors governing 
germination, such as light, tempera- 
ture and moisture, can be controlled, 
and this requires arfciiicial heat which 
can be readily regulated. 
Various 
forms of equipments are used; one of 
them consists of a square 
chamber 
made with double walls which are 
tilled with water to i^reserve a low 
temperature. 
The lower part of the 
chamber is made of sheet iron and 
contains a lìunsen gas burner con- 
nected with an automatic heat regu- 
lator, which is used to control the 
temperature. 
The upper chamber is 
provided with holes for the insertion 
of thermometers and for the admission 
of oxygen. 
The chamber is i^rovided 
with shelves made of galvanized iron, 
and on these shelves are copper pans, 
in which the seed may be germinated 
iu various waye. 
Before the seed is 
placed in this or any other generating 
apparatus it is soaked m 
distilled 
water or rain water from six to fifteen 
hours to hasten germination, 
The 
"sprouting bed" is made of some 
material which will soak up water, 
such as porous dishes, thick cloth, 
flannel 
or blotting i)aper, 
asbestus 
cloth, earth or sand. 
The selected 
seeds are placed on or between the 
sprouting bed, and placed in 
the 
germinating chamber. 
The tempera- 
ture is maintained at a uniform de* 
gree as it is in an incubator, and, in 
iact, the artificial germiuatinjf of seeds 
and the artificial hatching of eggs are 
alike in many respects, and a good 
germinator can be made out of an 
ordinary incubator. 
The seeds are 
left in the germinating chamber until 
they sprout, 
and the 
germinating 
value of tho sample of seads is found 
by counting the number of seeds 
which sprout within the time allowed 
and ascertaining the ijercentago of 
the whole number. 


Ufiually the time allowed for seeds 
to germinate is as follows; 
Ten full 
days for cereals, clovers, peas, beans, 
lentils, 
sunllowers, 
cabbage, 
rape, 
mustard,, ilax, chicory, homj}, poppy 
and tobacco; iourteeu full days for 
beet-seed balls, rye grasses, timothy, 
carrots, etc, ; twenty-one full days for 


•I » • 


full days for white pine and stone 
fruits. 
Seeds which do not germin- 
ate within tho specified time 
aro 
counted bad, and, in the calculation, 
figure as such. 


A simple, home-made germinating 
apparatus can bo made of a good-sized 
milk pan, a porous dish, such as is 
used for setting flower pots in, and a 
pane of glass big enough to entirely 
cover the pan. 
The bottom of tho 
pan is covered with water and tho por- 
ous saucer is placed in the middle. In 
tho bottom of the saucer a piece of 
thick blotting paper or flannel is laid 
and on this the seed are spread, and 
then another piece of paper or cloth 
is laid over tho seed and the pane of 
glass is placed over the pan. 
Tho 
paper or cloth 
is soaked in water 
before the seeds are 
laid 
in 
and 
the seeds are soaked from six to 
fifteen 
hours before putting 
them 
in the pan. 
The water soaks into the 
porous saucer and this keeps 
tho 
' 'sprouting-bed" 
moist 
enough 
to 
sprout the seeds. 
The atmosphere of 
an ordinary living room is suitable if 
care is taken to place the i^an near the 
stove or in some warm place at night. 
The pan may be left partly open from 
time to time to permit fresh air to 
reach the seed. 
With this apparatus, 
and a strong magnifying glass to aid 
in separating the impurities from the 
sample to be tested, any farmer can 
ascertain tho i^ractical value of his 
seed. 
The sample should be a fair 
average of the whole and it should be 
weighed and the seeds counted so that 
the proper percentage of purity and 
germinating value can be ascertained 
accurately. 


Por cleaning large quantities of seed 
from which to secure a test sample a 
seed-cleaning 
machine is required. 
One used in an experimental station is 
like a fanning mill. This umohine not 
only separates the chafí and dirt from 
the seed, but divides the clean seed 
into light and heavy seeds. 


All that this machino does can bo 
done by a farmer with a number of 
sieves, 
varving 
in tho 
number of 
meshea to the inch. 
With a number 
of such sieves tho seeds caa be cleaned 
and separated quickly and cheaply.

Tho building in which the Confede- 
rate museum has just been established, 
says Leslie's Weekly, is the old White 
House of the Confederacy. The build- 
ing was purchased by the city of Rich- 
mond for S4:3,000 and presented to 


measures nine feet from tip to tip, four 
and a half feet each way from tho cen- 
tre of the lip. 
This mustache is i\Ir- 
Broivn's greatest joy and pride. 
It is 
most carefully kept, 
and would at- 
tract marked attention anywhere. The 
Indians look upon this enormously 
long mustache with awe and reverence, 
believing Mr, Brown to have been ex- 
ceptionally blessed by God. 


Mr. Brown is by birth a Virginian, 
He was born in Loudoun 
County, 
eleven miles west of Leesbarg, near 
what is known now as Round 
Hill. 
Hia father 
moved from 
Loudoun 
County to Barbour County, then in 
Virginia, but now in West Virginia, in 
October, 1857. 


Mr. Brown's occupation has always 
been that of a farmer, with the excep- 
tion of a period of eighteen years, 
whioh he devoted to tho lumber busi- 
ness, and the time he has been giving 
to Uncle Saai, 
Fourteen months ago 
Mr. Brown was appointed Issue Clerk 
at the Fort Hall Indian Agency, which 
position lie is still filling. 


The fame of Mr. Brown's elongated 
mustache is by no means confined to 
the wilds of Idaho. 
It is known 
throughout the Virginias and the South 
generally. 
The newspapers of the 
places of the towns visited by Mr. 
Brown have loudly extolled the won- 
derful length of his mustache, but this 
is the first time that a picture of the

A Confederate bazaar in Richmond 
iu 1892 yielded 832,000, and with this 
and othtr contributions the building 
has been restored and imjiroved under 
the direction of tho ladies of the Con- 
federate Memorial and Literary So- 
ciety. 
It is a handsome house, with 
splendid round columns, roomy por- 
ticos, mantels of Carrara marble, and 
large, high rooms. 
To every State of 
the old Confederacy a room will be as- 
signed, to bo in charge of a regent 
representing that State, 
Those re- 
gents are the daughters of 
distin- 
guished Confederates, including Miss 
Mildred Lee, Miss Daisy Hampton and 
Miss Winnie Davis. 
There are many 
visitors daily to the new museum, and 
il is expected that tho project to es- 
tablieh a battle abbey will be consoli- 
dated with this enterprise. 
The mat-

Malta is a striking example of how 
natural conditions may be overeomo 
by industry and thHft. Althoug-h It is 
now a verdant island, nearly its entire 
face wajs originiUly a baiTen rook. Soil 
was brought to it from all parts of the 
world, to be mixed w^th tho Island 
stxjne reduccd to powder; fortunately 
the rocks are soft and eofiily pulver- 
ized. 


Want is unknown there. •Things that 
are considered valueless In more fertile 
countries arc carefully treasured; eggs' 
shells, chaff, the sweepings of ships' 
decks, rags, corks, kitchen waste—all 
arc kept until a tiny patch of land can 
be created out of the solid stone. When 
•that; great day an-lves tho peasant far- 
mer breaks with a pickax the surface 
of tho rock to the depth of nearly two 
feet, levels it, throws back the smaller 
stones and powder, then adds tlie soil 
and refuse he has so carefully scraped 
together. 


When this scrap of land is diked and 
walled to prevent a "washout" and pro- 
tect it from tlie scorching heats of 
summer and blasts 
of 
winter, 
the 
proudest act of the peasant's life is ac- 
complished, Great care is taken to pre- 
serve ¿he water during the hot months. 
Immense cisterns are cut in the solid 
rock. With the numerous small springs 
llttio troughs are connected. The soil 
Is thus irrigated at pleasure. 
Spouts 
lead from walls and roofs, and every 
possible projection. 
Not a drop of 
water is wajsted. 


The result of, all these painstaking 
contrivances is wonderful. 
Two 
or 
three crops are raised during the year; 
while the rocky surface of the Island is 
quivering with heat, within these ter- 
raced gardens all is green and luxuri- 
ant, enlivened by the songs of the birds, 
the hum of the insects, and the pleas- 
ant murmur of running water. 


Owing to the scarcity of wood upon 
tho Island, hardly a wooden implement 
or article of furniture can be 
seen,
